Mr. Brady rents Nos. 1705 and 1707 Olive 
street. These houses were partly demol- 
ish during the May, Stern & Co. fire. 

Tuesday afternoon Mr, Brady was in- 
speoting the premises and was in the rear 
when the wall fell. 

After the crash he was not seen. 

At 2:16 o'clock Brady’s body was found 
‘and sent to the Morgue. He leaves a wife, 
‘three \sistera and one son. 

Brady was formerly a sincebinet: in the 
city. For. the last five years he has with 
his wife conducted a boarding house at 1705- 
1707 Olive street. He has three daughters, 
grown, who lived with him.

A general cold wave its passing over the 
country, eave a small section embracing 
the Southern Atlantic States. St. Louis is 
due to feel the drop in temperature during 
the night or by Wednesday morning. 

The drop will be one of 35 degrees or 
more, and it may cauge the rain which 
has been falling Tuesday to change to 
snow. 

Freezing weather and a snow storm so 

near April will be something new for this 
part of the country, and coming at the 
fag of so mild a winter it almost becomes 
a phenomenon. 
The temperature at this point Tuesday 
morning was 658 degrees, while In Kansas 
City the thermometer registered 28 degrees, 
showing a difference of 30 degrees in the 
same State. In Nebraska the zero mark 
has been reached and to the north and 
northwest the mercury hes gone even be- 
low the cipher. 

Just what effect this sudden change will 
have upon the crops can only. be conjec- 
tured, It is thought that it has come too 
early to do any damage to the fruit trees.

“The cold wave will remain with us for a 
day or so,” said Dr. Frankenfield, the Gov- 
ernment forecaster, Tuesday morning. “It 
will be the most severe by to-morrow even- 
ing, but Thursday the quicksilver will take 
an upward shoot. I should not be sur- 
prised to see snow to-night. The rain

NEW YORK, March 22.—Mrs. B. W. Rob- 
erts, widow of Major-General Benjamin B. 
Roberts, U. 8S. A., is dead at her home at 
Fort Hamilton. Her husband served 
through the Mexican war with the mounted 
rifles. He came out with the rank of brevet 
Heutenant colonel, being breveted for brav- 
ery and heroiem. He led the capturing party 
at Chattelcecia. 

After the Mexican war Mrs. Roberts 4ac- 
companied her husband on the march of 
his regiment across the plains when Forts 
Mahoney, Wyoming and Walla Walla were 
established. His were the first troops (to 
cross the Rocky Mountains and they en- 
countered many Indians who had never be- 
fore seen white people. 

Mrs. Roberts was also with her husband 
in 1835. He belonged to the First Dragoons, 
who crossed the State of Iowa to Des 
Moines. They went by way of Piattebure. 
N. Y.. to Harrisburg, Pa., and by the Ohio 
and Mississippi Rivers. The trip was made 
by stage and packet and took a month. 
Capt. Boone, son of Daniel Boone, com- 
manded the company, and Chief Black 
Hawk was at the post in lowa at that time, 
Everything weat of the Mississippi was then 
called the Indian Territory.

McCormick’s afrest was on a charge of 
criminal libel, preferred by Festus J. Wade, 
the well known rea] estate man and mem- 
ber of the Anderson-Wade Realty Company. 
Some time ago Mr. Wade entered suit 
against McCormick for the possession of 
certain premises on Finney avenue. The 


litigation was a long and fierce one, and it 
ended with the ousting of McCormick from 
the premises in question. 
Since that time McCormick has made free 
war On Mr. Wade's character and reputa- 
tion, publishing various pamphlets which 
reflected not omy on his personal character, 
but which went to the grave of his father 
and mother and made charges reflecting on 
Mr. Wade's treatment of them. 
The most recent document of this kind 
which appeared and which bore the name 
of J. B. McCormick as publisher, was en- 
titled “St. Patrick’s Day Souvenir.”’ 
It contained a list of the toasts given at 
the banquet of the Knights of St. Patrick 
on the night of March 17, a few advertise- 
ments and then the attack on Mr. Wade. 
In this latter McCormick acused Mr. Wade 
of cruelty to his parents and of having 
for misappropriating the funds of 
Branch 99 of the same society.

Fresh From Her Laurels at New Or- 
leans, the Great Mare Is a Fit 
Companion for the King.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 22.—Never be- 
fore in the history of Montgomery Park 
has the season since January been so fa- 
vorable for trainers and their horses. Not a 
single day has passed that it was not pos- 
aible for the thoroughbreds to be exercised. 
and the horses this year are further ad- 
Vanced than was ever béfore known, even 
by the “oldest inhabitant.” 

With the thermometer ranging above 75 
degrees, a fair iden of the advanced senson 
can hed, and trainers even as early as 
§ o'clock in the morning go out on the track 
coatiess. This early spring has been taken 
advantage of and to-day nearly every one 
of the 450 horses here are about ready to 
race or can be easily gotten so within the 
next two weeks. This climate is a revela- 
tion to such men as Will Wallace, Bob 
Tucker, Tom Hurns, Andy Blakely and 
others who have not heretofore trained at 
the track here. 

Whileywe read of Ben Brush taking exer- 
cise gall@ps on the boulevard at Gravesend, 
Ornament, the favorite in the Brooklyn 
handicap and Suburban, galloped a mile yes- 
terday morning in 1:46%. He had a big boy 
up and was well held, no attempt being 
made to sperd him.

This morning the following came by. As- 
sociated Press telling of Brown's death: 

— Henry 
Brown, the local pugllist who was injured 
in a boxing bout with Jack Smith at the 
Paiace Sporting Club last night, died this 
morning at St. Francis Hospital.

Chairman Refused to Resign 
Under Fire.

HOW THE DEAL WAS FIXED. 


SAID THAT GEN. “JIM” LEWIS 
AND HUGH BRADY AR- 
RANGED MATTERS. 


POLICE FORCE WAS THE TOOL. 


Those Who Helped Were Permitted to 
Name New Officers—Andrew F. 
Blong in Harness 


Again. 


John A. Lee kept his pledge not to re- 
Sign the chairmanship of the City Demo- 
cratic Central Committee under fire and 
to ge peaceably when his opponents had de- 


‘Clared the chairmanship vacant. 


The committeé, as they threatened they 
would, deposed him at Monday night's 
meeting and elected Andrew F. Blong in 
his stead by 4 to 9, four not voting. The four 
were Blong, Lee, Brokaw and Versen., 
Among the nine were M. C. Wetmore, Rob- 
ert A. Campbell, P. J. Taafe, Pat O'Connell, 
O. P,. Mallard, Michael Braun and John 
Broad. 

There is a story current, accredited to 
high authority, that the reorganization of 
the committee was effected through a com- 
bination of Hugh Brady, Election Commis- 
sioner, and Gen, “Jim” Lewis, Police Com- 
missioner, aching by direction of the Gov- 
ernor, who had a sharp correspondence 
with John A. Lee and desired his removal. 

Every Sunday for several weeks there 
was a little gathering of Brady politicians 
in a down town office. The newspapets 
said the meetings were efforts on the part 
of Brady to organize a “littie Tammany’ 
and that they were held fn secret, because 
the members were afraid they would be 
captured again by “the Meriwether gang.” 
It is now told that these gatherings were 
for the purpose of placating members of 
the City Central Committee into voting to 
Lewis was in frequent at- 
tendance and members of the City Com- 
mittee were allowed to recommend suitable 
persons for the police force. 

In due time there came a large lot of re- 
movals from the police force and a large 
list of appointments. Nobody seemed to 
know where the names came from. Now 
there are many who think they know. The 
Central Committee was to be reorganized. 
Lee had taken a stand in opposition to the 

lan of appointing precinct committeemen 

y ward committeemen and was holding a 
majority with him, who believed the exist- 
ing plan of electing the precinct commit- 
teemen should be continued. Lee must go. 
The scheme was fully prepared weeks in 
advance, and before Lee’s firm friends were 
aware of it a majority had gone against 


m. 

When the committee assembled Monday 
night in the Holland building thera was a 
crush of politicians to witness the decapita- 
tion, but all who were not members were 
made to cool their heels in the corridor. 

Patrick O’Donnell of the First Ward 
moved to declare the office of President 
vacant. Lee called Dr. Brokaw to the chair 
and made a statement covering the ints 
given by him in an interview in last Satur- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. John L. Duffy re- 
plied to it. declaring that Lee had partici- 
pated in Meriwether meetings and was fre- 
quently found at gatherings where the 
State administration had been denounced. 
Then a vote was taken with the result 
stated. 

Andrew F. Blong, the new chairman, has 
occupied the pos'zion before. He was at 
the head of the committee in the days 
when ‘Maffitt was a power in municipal 
and State politics. 

“I could have had the chairmanship," 
says Hugh Brady. “It was offered to me, 
but I didn’t want it. I know what it is to 
be responsible for campaigns, financially 
and otherwise. The last time I stood good 
for $2000 more than we collected and would 
have been in a hole if the State Committee 
had not_helped me out. Andy Blong is all 
right. We'll have harmony now. if the 
Democrats will do all their fighting of each 
other before the convention and then throw 
up their hats for whichever side wins in 
convention. Here’s Lee Meriwether fight- 
ing me and fighting everybody else hut the 
Republican party. Why doesn’t he train 
his guns on the real enemy?’ 


THOMASCHEUTZ AGAIN. 


The Cowardly Prisoner Causes Another 
Call of Physicians, 


John Thomascheutz, the condemned mur- 
derer of hi: sweetheart, Annie Rausch, cre- 
ated his daily sensation in the jail Tuesday 
morning by crying aloud for a doctor to re- 
lieve agonizing pains in his stomach. 

Thomascheutz intimated that he had tak- 
en some drug, and a physician was hurried. 
ly called from the City Dispensary. Ex- 
amination developed that the notonous 
prisoner was only suffering from cramps. 

If he had swallowed any poison no trace 
of it could be found. 

Notwithstanding Thomascheutz's frequent 
threats of suicide, Capt. Huebler, the jailer.

His attempt to hang himself late Monday 
afternoon, with a noose made from a torn

handicapped position he will remain until 
he becomes reconciled. 

Thomascheutz was sentenced to death 
Jan. 12, but an appeal to the Supreme Court 
has caused an indefinite Postponement of 
the execution.

It 
ia no longer mentioned in official reéords 
ag a registered United States vessel. It is 
only a floating or father partially sub- 
merged warehouse. 

Its deck is roofed over’ and it is used as 
a storing place for old rope and kindred 
ship supplies. It is unseaworthy and in 
case of war could not be used in any way 
that would refiect honor on the city for 
which it was named. 

It has been officially stated that the ex- 
istence of a liner named the St. Louis need 
not stand in the way of giving a United 
States cruiser the same name, provided that 
the cruiser ie so christened before the liner 
is taken possession of by the Government. 

The prospect that the liner would be 
pressed into service is regarded as remote. 
If she were and there were at that time a 
cruiser in the navy called the 8t, Logis 
there would be nothing to prevent the 
changing of the transformed liner’s name. 

It has been said that the placing of the 
liner in commission under her present name 


‘a be the realization of the same end 
as the rechristening of one of the new 
cruisers. The great majority of St. Louis- 
ans do not see the strength of this conten- 
tion. 

To get poesession of the liner the Govern- 
ment would have to buy it at its cost price. 
It would probably be used as a fighting 
vessel or commerce destroyer while hostili- 
ties lasted and then sold in the open mar- 


ket. For a brief season it would play its

‘‘The former is unseaworthy and can never 
again be placed in commission. It is not 
on the naval list. As a liner the steamship 
St. Louis is a credit to the city after which 
she is named, Asa war vessel she would 
be a doubtful quantity. She would probably 
pass from the Government at the close of 
hostilities, leaving St. Louis without repre- 
sentation in the Navy. Would it not be pos- 
sible to change her name if she were taken 
by the Government?

THE NEW COLUMBIA THEATER. 


Manager Salisbury’s Beautiful Play- 
house to Be Opened Saturday. 


The new Columbia Theater which will 

be opened Saturday afternoon will 
be found a beautiful playhouse, em- 
bodying all the latest ideas in theater 
architecture. There is ample room between 
the rows of seats and the aisles are broad. 
On each floor are retiring rooms for ladies 
and gentlemen and each of the 14 proscen- 
lum boxes has a cloakroom attached.

Scheme to Transport Apparatus From 
St. Louis by Street Railway. 
Kirkwood is agitating the question of se- 
curing city facilities for fighting fire. 
Mayor Frank E. Nevins formally called the 
attention of the Town Board to the move- 


The plan proposed is to make arrange- 


ments with the St. Louls Fire Department 
to run out an engine on, call, via the St. 
Louis & Suburban’s Kirkwood division, on 
specially constructed cars such as are used 
in several Eastern cities. The schedule 
trme to Kirkwood from Sarah street and 
Manchester road, where No. Engine 
House is located, is 40 minutes, and it is 
thought this could easily be reduced ten 
minutes on an emergency run.
